Oudh. system, taught all other subjects, 
excepting the dernndular, through the medium of English up 
to the fourth-class standard, and after they have passed this. 
examination they are made to learn all the subjects through 
their vernacular, and to study English only as a language. 


Again, after passing the Third-Class or Middle-Class Anglo- 


Vernacular examination, they are made to revert to the lower- 


class system of learning every subject, excepting tbe verna- 
lar, through the medium of English. Now it is clear that this 
constant change in the medium of instruction is highly pre- 
judicial to the uniform progress of the students, and prevents 
them from acquiring any good knowledge of either their 
vernacular or the English language. To remedy this evil, 
the writer thinks the educational authorities should appoint 


two different courses of study,—ore for those students who 


are desirous to prosecute their studies beyond the Middle- 
Class Examination, and the other for those who are to stop 
short at it. The former class of students should be given 
instruction in all the subjects, except the vernacular, through 
the medium of English. As regards the other class of students, 
they should be taught that language and those subjects only 
which are likely to prove of direct service to them after they 
have passed the Middle-Class Examination, and taken some 
employment. It is certainly lost labour for the students 


of this class to spend any time in the study of History,
